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NECC Financial Aid Increases 


Financial aid awarded to Northern Es- 
sex Community College students in- 
creased 27.6 percent from fiscal year 1987 
to fiscal year 1988, according to a year- 
end report recently compiled by the col- 
lege’s financial aid office. 

“While tuition at a state-supported 
community college is lower than any in- 
stitution of higher education, scholarship 
support is still critical for many of our 
students,’”’ says John R. Dimitry, North- 
ern Essex president. 

He pointed out that approximately 60 
percent of Northern Essex students re- 
ceive financial aid ranging from $100 to 
$4,000 a year. While the cost for a full- 
time student is $564 per semester, qual- 
ified students may be eligible to obtain 
support for books, living and transporta- 
tion expenses as well as for tuition. 

The report attributes the gains in finan- 
cial aid to a significant increase in feder-

change in sales. The Cape Cod region, 
down 28 percent, had the greatest per- 
centage drop for the third quarter. 
Properties listed for sale were up 11 
percent, continuing the trend of increases 
in the total number of listings since 1985. 
“The increase in homes available for 
sale has certainly contributed to the mod- 
erate price increase,” said Peretti. ‘It’s 
the simple law of supply and demand.” 
Cape Cod was the only region to experi- 
ence a drop in listings, down 3 percent. 
The southeast region had the greatest in- 
crease in listed properties, up 24 percent. 
Paretti said that the larger number of 
listings indicates good news for prospec- 


The annual appreciation rate for real 
estate in Massachusetts has slowed to 4 
percent, reflecting a trend of slowing ap- 
preciation rates, according to data com- 
piled from realtor-affiliated Multiple 
Listing Services by the Massachusetts 
Association of Realtors. 

The average price of all real properties 
sold through the system, including single- 
and multi-family homes, raw land and 
commercial properties, has steadily risen 
in the Commonwealth since 1966. Prices 
rose from $171,600 for the third quarter of 
1987 to $179,200 for the third quarter of 
1988. 

The 4 percent appreciation rate for the 
third quarter of 1988 was well below the 13 
percent rate of last year’s third quarter 
and the 12 percent appreciation rate for 
all of 1987. The current rate keeps Massa- 
chusetts’ property even with the Consum- 
er Price Index. 

“The fact that Massachusetts’ property 
prices continue to appreciate is a good 
sign’’ said Association President David 
M. Peretti. ‘The moderate appreciation 
indicates that the terrific demand we saw 
in 1985, 1986 and parts of 1987 has been 
satisfied. 

‘After two and a half years of phenom- 
enal appreciation in real estate prices, 
the market is taking a breather,”’ he said. 

Appreciation rates were highest in the 
west region, up 12 percent, and lowest in 
the central region, down 2 percent. The 
rates in the Greater Boston and northeast 
regions equalled the statewide 4 percent 
rate. 

Property sales through realtor-affil- 
iated MLSs were down 1 percent state- 
wide, dropping from 13,800 in 1987 to 13,- 
700 for the third quarter of 1988. The sec- 
ond quarter of 1988 experienced a selling 
slump with sales down 10 percent. 

The percentage of sales was highest in 
the southeast region, up 18 percent, while 
the northeast region experienced no

Meanwhile, said police, Lake re- 
turned home in Moson’s Volvo. The 
next morning, Lake allegedly kid- 
napped his nephew, while the 10- 
year-old was walking to his Law- 
rence school. 

Lake then called his sister, family 
members say, and demanded a $40,- 
000 ransom for the child’s return. 


However, instead of going through 
with the kidnapping, Lake dropped 
the boy off close to his mother’s 
house early the same _ evening. 
Alerted by the family, police spotted 
Lake driving the Volvo just one hour 
later. 

At first, Lake claimed to have 
bought the car for $500. But after 
further interrogation, he broke down 
and led police to the shopping cen- 
ter, where Moson’s body was ound. 

At his Friday arraignment, Lake 
broke into tears and covered his face 
as Judge Kevin Herlihy ordered him 
to undergo psychiatric examination 
at Bridgewater State Hospital for 20 


days. 
Lake will be back in court on Dec. 
7 for a bail review hearing.

Agent’s Slaying 
Raises Safety 
Issues In Realty

The murder of Andover resident 
and real estate broker Marie Moson 
has shaken the industry and height- 
ened safety awareness on the job, 
say local agencies. 

Hunneman & Company Better 
Homes & Gardens, Park Street, an 
agency with 27 brokers, 24 of whom 
are women, has always been safety 
conscious, said manager John Mc- 
Cusker. But “it (Moson’s death) will 
heighten our awareness of safety is- 
sues,” he said. 

At times, open houses were run by 
one person, said McCusker. Now, at 
least two brokers will take part in an 
open house. 


. And extensive interviews with cli- 


ents at the office will continue as 
usual, McCusker said. As in the 
past, if there’s a suspicion about a 
client, a broker may ask for a co- 
worker to go along, he said.

J.B. Doherty, realtor 


Interviews have always been the 
major concern at J.B. Doherty Asso- 
ciates, Bartlett Street, said co-owner 
J.B. Doherty. The concern to meet 
customers at the office before show- 
ing a house has been reinforced, he 
said. 

And Doherty says he expects bro- 
kers to pair up more frequently now 
when showing a home. ‘People in 
the business are very nervous...they 
identify with Marie,” Doherty said. 

At his office of 16 brokers, 14 are 
women, and some people are visibly 
shaken up by the incident, he said. 

Doherty says realtors will be more 
cautious. ‘When people get a call, 
especially to meet someone at an 
empty house, they’ll think of Marie, 
and they probably won’t do it,”’ he 


said. 

In the past, McCusker says bro- 
kers may have slacked up on safety 
precautions to get business because 
the real estate market has tightened 
up. Now they'll be more aware of 
safety issues, he said. 

Local brokers aren’t the only ones 
considering safety measures. The 
Greater Lawrence Board of Realtors 
has sponsored two crisis seminars— 
one last Friday and one yesterday. 

Those attending the meetings, the 
majority being women, received 
safety tips, said GLBR Executive 
Officer Kathy Boshar. ‘We're hop- 
ing to help people cope with this tra- 
gedy,” Boshar said.

and 14 other police agencies, were all 
grilled by a seven-man review board in 
Virginia Beach. 

That was followed by a final review 
from an executive board of 21 law en- 
forcement experts who asked a few ques- 
tions and finally put the matter to a vote.

tion.

When the dust settled, Chris Holmes, 
former Parking Committee chairman, 
pinned Downs on the equal opportunity 
issue. Admitting he was disturbed be- 
cause the selectmen didn’t signal their in- 
tentions beforehand, Downs promised to 
set aside time at a future meeting for oth- 
er candidates. 


Selectman Gail Ralston, who won re- 
election last April, told the incumbent 
candidates that she felt they had stepped 
over the line. ‘‘I think using this forum is 
inappropriate,” Ralston said, explaining 
that she had been told by Town Manager 
Ken Mahony not to speak with the elderly 
at the town Senior Center before last 
April’s election because of “appear- 
ances.”’ 


“I was so careful not to cross the 
boundary between candidate and select- 
man,” she said. 

Again, Wesson stressed that the select- 
men’s meeting is an open, public forum, 
which other incumbent selectmen have 
used as a springboard in the past. 

“Many people, including yourselves,”’ 
said Wesson to the board, “had been 
asking me if I would run.” 

But Holmes and Dziadul weren’t having 
any of it. 

“Tm sorry, but that argument holds no 
water,”’ said Holmes. 

“T’m appalled,”’ said Dziadul, who indi- 
cated he would apply for equal time. 

Downs gave no indication of when other 
candidates could come before the board. 

The municipal election is scheduled 
March 27, 1989.

The number of non-English speak- 
ing students attending Andover 
schools has increased dramatically 
this year. The system is doing the 
best job it can, given available re- 
sources, to educate those students, 
according to pupil personnel admin- 
istrator Mary French. But Andover 
still doesn’t have the means to com- 
ply with all aspects of state law and 
recommended guidelines in provid- 
ing services to students with limited 
English proficiency. 

The administration will have to 
look more specifically at what isn’t 
being handled, said Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Kenneth Seifert. 

The number of students who re- 
quire the English as a Second Lan- 
guage program is increasing, and 
additional resources will probably 
be necessary in the future, Seifert 
said. 

There are many obstacles that 
make it difficult to provide ideal 
service to students with limited En- 
glish proficiency, French said. 

The number of students requiring 
ESL are not known until the first day 
of school. And this makes planning 
difficult, she said. 

Last year, the school system pro- 
vided service to four students—all 
moved to Andover in April. This 
year, service is provided to 13 stu- 
dents.

would be facing this year, we could 
be better prepared,” Seifert said. 

The level of proficiency varies 
from student to student. Some can- 
not speak or understand the English 
language, while others may under- 
stand and be able to speak, but they 
can’t write in English, French said. 

Furthermore, non-English speak- 
ing students range in age from the 
elementary to the high school level, 
and they are assigned to schools 
according to the district in which 
they live. This year, the 13 students 
are attending six different schools. 

The ESL teacher must travel 
from school to school to work with 
the students. Time constraints and 
scheduling make it difficult to give 
the students the amount of attention 
they might require, French said. 

Due to all of these complexities, 
French said, ‘‘there’s no set answer 
to the program.” But, she says, 
available resources are used to help 
the students. Classroom aides, 
speech and language therapists, re- 
source room teachers and volun- 
teers, including a few high school 
students, donate time to help the 
ESL students. 

Even so, both French and Seifert 
say Andover is not providing as good 
a program as it should. ‘We have 
some glitchs,”’ French said. ‘‘It’s not

are getting their feet on the ground 
and are moving into the mains- 
tream.”’ 

The legalities date back to the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 and the state 
guideline, the Transitional Bilingual 
Education Law of 1971 (Chapter 
71A), French said. The basic thrust, 
she said, is that all students should 
have access to equal education. In 
the case of foreign speaking stu- 
dents, services must be provided to 
students so they can compete on an 
equal level with their native speak- 
ing counterparts, she said. 

State guidelines require school 
systems to identify students with 
limited English proficiency and 
place them in a language support 
program. Andover only has the 
means to provide service to students 
with severe needs, and ideally seve- 
ral more should receive instruction, 
French said. 

State guidelines mandate that a 
qualified teacher must identify the 
students with needs, and such is the 
case in Andover. One of the eight 
new teachers hired this year was an 
ESL teacher, who works on a half- 
time basis. This is the first year 
Andover has employed a staff mem- 
ber for this program, and French 
says it’s a substantial step forward 
in providing service to students with 
limited English skills.

But there’s room for im- 
provement in the evaluation proc- 
ess, according to French. “We need 
a much more systematic way of 
evaluating kids,”’ she said. Seeming 
hopeful, she said that the Educatio- 
nal Testing Service is working on a 
few promising evaluation tools, 
which are still in the developmental 
stage. 


The Massachusetts Department 
of Education recommends that stu- 
dents receive help in their native 
language with their academic 
classes until they can compete with 
the English speaking students. 

Andover does not offer this type of 
assistance, French said. “That’s a 
tough standard,” she said, because 
it can be very difficult to locate 
someone with skills in a student’s 
native language. ‘“‘There’s a dilem- 
ma. You have a legal standard, but 
how do you get it?” 


Foreign students in this year’s 
program represent a number of 
countries and languages—Japan, 
Korea, Israel, Taiwan and Puerto 
Rico. The number of students who 
require ESL seem to be increasing, 
French said. “It’s a problem that’s 
not going away,” she said.
